8/29/2002). 

Takizawa shows, figure 7, a creation of an "enhanced label". Each tray has a unique barcode goods identifier. The produced label 
(unique, content ED #) is affixed to a container. See paragraphs 140-144. 

The movable loader 313 (load/unload vehicle) transports the containers from the sorter to a warehouse storage destination. 

Paragraphs 232-234 show how the labels are scanned on loading and unloading and the system records the "pick-up data" (time). 

Claims 1-18 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
